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DETAILED ACTION 
Non-Compliance 

1 . The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails 
to identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application. See 
37 CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. Anew declaration is needed. 

Applicants' argument filed November 14, 2005 has been fully considered, and 
the examiner finds it not persuasive because applicants fail to recognize that 
oath/declaration fails to point out specifically where in the prior art (with column and 
lines indicated) is considered anticipatory to the instant application. 

2. Claims 22-48 are objected because in reissue practice, the amendment made is 
based on the patented claims, not on the preliminary amendment. The status for claims 
22-48 should have been (New), not (Previously Presented). 

3. Regarding new claims 22-48, applicants are required to point out the differences 
between the new claims and the original sets of patented claims. If a claim is amended 
during reissue prosecution, a parenthetical expression "(amended), " "twice amended"," 
etc., should follow the original claim number. 37 CFR 1 .173 (b)(2). Alternatively, 
applicant may effectively re-write a claim by presenting it as a new (fully underlined) 
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claim with a new claim number, and canceling the old claim. Brakets and underlining 
are to be used to reflect only those changes in the text from the original patented text 
and not from any previous amendment in the reissue application 37 CFR 1 .173(g). 

4. The specification (col. 3, line 1-10; col. 4, line 28-37) is objected due the 
misspelled word "arylakyl". The proper spelling is "arylalkyl". 

5. Regarding the amendment on specification (col. 6, line 47 to col. 8, line 2; col. 8, 
line 14-44; col. 9, line 9-25; col. 9, line 62 to col. 10, line 25), the amendment to change 
"M" to "M"', the examiner can not find the proper support for the change. As written in 
the original specification, the M cited in Formula I and II (col. 3, line 15-33) are identical 
to the M cited structure III (col. 6, line 49-50). There is not an indication that the M of 
Formula I and II and the M of structure III can be different. Therefore, the recitation "M"' 
is considered new matter because "M"' is not supported by the original specification. 

6. Regarding claims 12, 15, 22-32, 35-39, 43-48, the recitation "M"' is considered 
new matter because "M"' is not supported by the original specification. As written in the 
original specification, the M cited in Formula I and II (col. 3, line 15-33) are identical to 
the M cited structure III (col. 6, line 49-50). There is not an indication that the M of 
Formula I and II and the M of structure III can be different. 
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7. Regarding new claims 34-48, applicants are required to indicate how these new 
claims are different from the original set of the patented claims 1 -21 , and indicate how 
these changes are made to correct error without any deceptive intention on the part of 
the applicant. 

8. Claims 1 , 3-12, 15, 17-48 are objected In view of the non-compliance issues set 
forth above. 

9. Under 37 CFR 1 .176 permits the examiner to make a requirement for restriction. 
Where a restriction requirement is made, the original patent claims will be held to be 
constructively elected. (See MPEP 1450) The invention of claims 1 , 3-12, 15, 17-48 are 
considered patentably distinct from the patented claims 1-21 and is considered a non- 
elected subject matter of patented invention of claims 1-21 . The invention of instant 
claims 1-8, 10-31 is drawn to the preparation of emulsion or a suspension, classified as 
524/800 while the patented claims 1-21 are drawn to an invention classified in 526/161 . 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 



Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
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or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a petition under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
